Maj. McKinley Suffers 
a Slight Relapse. 


Cov. Bradley of Kentucky Calls 
On the President-elect. 


Col. McCook of New York Invited 
to Call Again. 


A RECAST OF THE CABINET. 


McCook Likely to be Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 


And McKenna Will Probably be 
Attorney-General.

THE HAND OF PROVIDENCE. 


Seems to Guide the President-elect. 
His Illness notan Unmixed Bless- 
ing—Gov. Bushnell Announces 
That He will Honor Hanna. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.]} 

CANTON (0.,) Feb. 21.—[{Special 
Dispatch.] Maj. McKinley had one caller 
today. Gov. W. O. Bradley of Ken- 
tucky arrived this morning and dined 
with the President-elect. Gov. Brad- 
ley came to talk about the Kentucky 
Senatorship, and incidentally referred 
to some other ‘matters of interest to 
many Republicans in his State. 

Gov. Bradley went from here 
Cleveland and was accompanied by 
Col. Myron T, Herrick. 

Maj. McKinley was not feeling quite 
s0 well today as he has been for the 
last forty-eight hours, but he is in no 
danger whatever of a relapse. The 
President-elect did not go to church 
this morning, but Bishop Walden of 
Cincinnati, who occupied the pulpit 
in the church which the McKinleys 
attend, called in the afternoon to pay 
his respects to the President-elect. 

COL. M’COOK’S CHANCES. 

Maj. McKinley is expecting several 

important visitors this week and 


to 


| among them Col. J. J. McCook of New 


York will probably be numbered. Col. 
McCook has not been definitely decided 
upon for a Cabinet position, but the 
mind of the President-elect seems to 
be inclinging strongly in his direction, 
and if he comes to Canton the chances 
are that he will be given an opportu- 
nity to accept a portfolio. 

Col. McCook will not be offered the 
Attorney-Generalship. He has not 
been considered for this position any 
more than Judge Joseph McKenna of 
California has been slated for the In- 
terior Department. Col. McCook is 
more likely to be made Secretary of the 
Interior than anything else, for the 
reason that a strong lawyer is desired 
for that department, and it and the 
Postoffice Department are the only 
places not provided for. 

Mr. Gary of Baltimore is not a law- 
yer, and it takes no very shrewd guess- 
ing to see that he will be given the 
Postmaster-Generalship, for it is not 
the intention to shift ex-Gov. Long 
from the Navy Department. This ar- 
rangement leaves the portfolio of Jus- 
tice to Judge McKenna of California, 
who is in every way admirably quali- 
fied for the important duties that wil] 
fall to the lot of the Attorney-General. 
There is very little chance that this 
arrangement of the Cabinet will be de- 
parted from. 

Capt. H. O. Heistand, Maj. McKinley’s 
confidential secretary, who has been 
very ill with la grippe, is decidedly 
better today, and hopes to resume his 
duties Wednesday or Thursday. 

THE PUBLIC PLEASED. 

Maj. McKinley is receiving scores of 
letters daily and a good many tele- 
grams, as well as congratulatory mes- 
sages upon the seven men whom he has 
already selected for his Cabinet. These 
letters of commendation come from all 
parts of the country, and not a few 
have been sent by Americans who are 
traveling abroad. The comment on the 
Cabinet is so general, so widespread and 
so earnest and from people in so many 
walks of life that the friends of Maj. 
McKinley here cannot but think he has 
chosen wisely and well in making up 
his official familv. 

Maj. McKinley realized that” he will 
be a private citizen practically for not 
longer than seven days, for he leaves 
here in a week from tomorrow night, 
and upon his arrival in Washington, 
Tuesday noon, he will belong to the 
country almost as much as he will after 
the inauguration ceremonies, two days 
later. 

PROVIDENTIAL SICKNESS, 

The attack of la grippe with which 
the President-elect has been struggling 
for a week was, in a sense, almost 
providential, since it compelled him to 
put an end to his practice of seeing all 
the callers who came to his house. Maj. 
McKinley has met and shaken hands 


with nearly ten thousand visitors at his 


own home since election, and since the 
first of January has had to spend eight 
or nine hours a@ day talking with those 
who came. A great many callers did 
not come in quest of places, but simply 
to shake hands with the President-elect 
and say, “God bless you.” 

The number of place-hunters has been 
very large, however, and a man with 
a less phenomenal stock of patience 
and health than Maj. McKinley would 
have been overwrought and wearied 
two months ago. He has steadily 
maintained his superb patience, his 
gracious, unfailing courtesy, and his 
gentile kindliness, and none who came 
went away without feeling a sense of 
lively satisfaction over the interview, 
even if the desired end was not at- 
tained. 

‘ne President-elec? is so close to the 
people in his understanding of the hu- 
man heart and has s0 great a degree 
of love for.them that those who meet 
him feel that they have come in con- 
tact with a nature that is singularly 
sympathetic and tolerant for their am- 
bitions and weaknesses. The practical 
result of this is that when Maj. Mc- 
Kinley has to send an applicant for a 
position away without hope, he does 
so in a manner s0 pleasant that the 
caller departs with a kindly feeling for 
the President-elect and much more de- 
voted to him than the friends of many 
men who load them with favors. 

Had it not been for-his illness and 
the imperative injunction of the phys- 
ician, Maj. McKinley would have sac- 
rificed his personal interests, which 
need his close attention, anid given his 
time freely to the people who came to 
see him up to the last moment of his 
departure for Washington. His illness 
is not without its good uses, for it 
puts to an end, whether he wishes it 
or not, to the custom of seeing the 
people who come here, and it gives him 
an opportunity to make his prepara- 
tions for leaving Canton in peace. Maj. 
McKinley needs all the quiet and rest 
he can get between this time and the 
4th of March, and tHose who spare him, 
will not suffer by reason of their con- 
sideration and restraint. He not only 
needs time to arrange his private af- 
fairs, but there are many important 
matters respecting his administration 
which demand early and careful con- 
sideration. 

While the Cabinet is not quite fin- 
ished, it is likely that the President- 
elect could complete the list and send 
it to the Senate within two hours if 
it were at all necessary for him to do 
so. On the other hand, he may go to 
Washington with one place unfilled. It 
need surprise no one if the New York 
member of the Cabinet is not finally 
determined upon before midnight of 
March 4. 

THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

James A. Gary of Baltimore, who has 
been offered and who has accepted a 
place in the Cabinet, will probably be 
Postmaster-General. He made a very 
handsome impression upon the men 
who met him during his visit to Can- 
ton. He is a fine type of the Ameri- 
can business man of «i@ Post class. 
In appearance, addres#*and manner he 
bears a strong resemblance to Corne- 
lius N. Bliss of New York. Mr. Gary 
is an educated gentleman, who has en- 
gaged successfully in the manufactur- 
ing business. He is the largest pro- 
ducer of cotton duck fn the world, 
and consequently a large employer of 


.labor. .He commands the respect and 


confidence of the business Community 
and he has no small degree of expe- 
rience in politics. For fifteen years he 
has led the Maryland Republicans in 
every national campaign. Time and 
again he has been the member of the 
Republican National Committee and 
has given his services and his money 


"freely to the cause of Republicanism. 


He did the hard work and bore the 
brunt of the battle when every strug- 
gle led to defeat and success seemed 
impossible, and when Maryland Repub- 
licans had abandoned all hope of vic- 
tory at the polls Mr. Gary’s voice rose 
clear and strong above the storm and 
the gloom of defeat. He encouraged 
his brethren in the party and bade 
them be of hope. In short, he kept the 
Republican faith and Republican or- 
ganization alike for years in his State. 
and in the halcyon days of the “Gor- 
man ring’ never lost heart, so now 
that the old order has changed and 
Maryland Republicans triumph- 
ant, Mr. Gary’s friends very properly 
thought that the man who had la- 
bored so strenuously for his party, who 
had “fought the good fight,” ought to 
be selected for distinction and reward; 
therefore, they suggested his appvcint- 
ment to Maj. McKinley and it com- 
mended itself to the President-elect, 
for he knows Mr. Gary to be perhaps 
the foremost man of affairs among 
Southern Republicans, and is also 
aware that he possesses administra- 
tive ability of a high order. 
NO INDECENT HASTE. 

Maj. McKinley is thinking, no doubt, 
a good Aleal about the men who are to 
fill the embassies and some of the most 
important missions. He has, however, 
upon several occasions recently reaf- 
firmed his intention of proceeding 
slowly with the work of filling the of- 
fices after his inauguration, and it is 
not probable, with the exception of a 
few pressing cases where vacancies ex- 
ist, that he will give any attention to 
the laborious task of reorganizing the 
consular service before the middle of 
May or the ist of June, and it will be 
useless for applicants to rush _ into 
Washington immediately after the in- 
auguration. Maj. McKinley wants to 
see the Tariff Bill well under way and 
its passage practically assured before 
he turns to the task of distributing pat- 
ronage. This statement has been made 
before, but is repeated for the reason 
that a large number of persons seem 
to have overlooked or forgotten it. 

GRaND OLD SHERMAN, 

Maj. McKinley, who has always 
been an admirer of inevman, its 
more than satisfied that he is to have 
the distinguished Ohio Senaior in inc 
foremost position in his Cabinet.-Fresh 
evidence attesting the wisdom of his 
choice reaches Canton daily. Every 
visitor of importance who comes from 
Washington—and there have been 
scores of Represenatives and many 
Senators here—has something  inter- 
esting to say about the singular fitness 
of Mr. Sherman for the position of 
Secretary of State, and his colleagues 
in the Senate declare with emphasis 
and unanimity that he has never ex- 
hibited more Keenness, more tact, more 
energy, more wisdom, or profounder 
knowledge in grasping and dealing 
with foreign affairs than he has this 
winter. The prophecy is freely made 
that Senator Sherman will make the 
greatest record of his. life in the office

CAPITOL JOBS. 


— 
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Bills for Repairs Will 
Bear Watching. 


Henderson’s Ventilating Scheme 
is Malodorous, 


Heating Facilities Are Ample and 
Light is Good. 


Melick Protests Against FExtrava- 
gance in Legislative Printing—A 
Ministerial Kick from Los Ange- 
les—Transmississippi Expostion. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 21.—([Special 
Dispatch.] The substitute bill of the 
special committee, consisting of Lieut.- 
Gov. Jeter and Senators Flint and 
Boyce, who reported on the necessity 
for heating and ventilating the Capitol, 
may not fare much better than Hen- 
derson’'s bill, appropriating $83,700 for 
the purpose. A prominent Senator 
said today that, while the two legisla- 
tive chambers are badly in need of 
proper ventilation, simple devices 
could be adopted which would entail 
very little cost. 

The need for proper sewerage con- 
nection is a crying one, and the com- 
mittee has obtained estimates from the 
City Engineer to show that the Capitol 
grounds can be connected with the 
city sewervage system for $1,642.30. 
Senator Doty has a bill, which the 
committee indorses, appropriating $25,- 
000 for sewerage and drainage, and as 
the interior plumbing of the Capi- 
tol building should be replaced 
with more modern work, this sum does 
not seem exorbitant. 

The Capitol is already lighted by 
electricity at a saving of about $400 
per session over the old system, and 
Secretary of State Brown is so eco- 
nomical in the matter of lights that 
some members who passed their even- 
ings at their desks writing letters 
have found cause for complaint. 

As for heating, the enginer of the 
building tells the Times correspondent 
that the facilities are ample. New ra- 
diators have been placed in the corri- 
dors, the work being completed shortly 
after the convening of the Legislature. 
The engineer says the new radiators 
do not take up so much room as the 
old ones, some of which still remain 
in the Senate and Assembly chambers, 
and that they throw out more heat as 
there is less irom framework. The 
new ones require more pipe, as the 
steam passes throughout their entire 
length and enters and discharges at 
opposite ends, instead of at the same 
end, as in the old ones. The latter 
have been in the building ever sinée 
its erection, and those in the two 
chambers, the engineer says, serve 
their purpose fully. It is seldom that 
more than one at each end of the 
building is “cut in.” The reason that 
Secretary of State Brown did not re- 
place the old ones in hte legislative 
chambers with new radiators was lack 
of funds. 

It may be that this exchange of new 


radiators for old would be a good deal 
like the exchange of new lamps for old 


lamps in the story of Aladdin—a pretty 


costly piece of work. The system con- 
templated by Senator Henderson's bills, 
it is said, includes an entire change of 
pipe throughout the building. Inasmuch 
as the committee of three cut the pro- 
posed appropriation down from $83,700 
to $50.000, there is evidence of profit in 
it for the contractors, and the question 
now remains whether new heating ap- 
paratus is altogether necessary, and 
whether the committe® has not itself 
asked too much. 

Sanitary measures are popular here, 
for members, their wives and friends 
have suffered for years in this infiuenza 
incubator, and there will not be ordi- 
nary difficulty in passing a bill unless 
members become convinced there is a 
job in it. John R. Peck of Peck, Wrfl- 
liamson & Co., the Cincinnati manufac- 
turers, is reported to be still in the 
city, and his agents will use their good 
offices to get him the contract if there 
is enough in it. 

WASTEFUL PRINTING. 
Assemblyman Melick, before adjourn- 


ment yesterday, entered a _ protest 
against the useless expenditure of 
money in printing and binding un- 


amended copies of bills for members of 
the two houses. Gorgeous red and blue 
volumes, bearing titles and members’ 
names in gilt have been passed around 
containing the first 200 bills introduced. 
Other volumes will follow, and as over 
nine hundred bills have been introduced 
in the Assembly, and more than eight 
hundred in the Senate, the number of 
volumes can be easily figured out, as 
well as the cost, at $1.75 each. Melick 
was roundly abused for his economical 
notion, and the State Printer will go on 
printing. 

The Lancaster Assemblyman is also 
looking into the waste of money due to 
the printing of daily histories. Small 
cartloads of these are dumped into the 
waste bins each day. Old members say 
a semi-weekly history would do just as 
well for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended, and would save several hundred 
dollars in printers’ bills. 


MINISTERIAL KICKS. 


Southern members have received let- 
ters from Rev. T. Henry, and Rev. J. W. 
Ball, president and secretary respect- 
ively of the Ministerial Union of Los 
Angeles, protesting against the passage 
of Senate Bill No. 274, and Senate Con- 
stitutional amendment No. 15, proposing 
that all educational institutions estab- 


lished by private gift and of a specified 
character shall be considered as public 
schools and be exempt from taxation, 
if non-sectarian. Such legislation, the 
writers say, would be unjust discrim- 
ination, pernicious and un-American,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — [Special 
Dispatch.}] With the beginning of its 
third week of meeting, the Southern 
California Deep-Water Harbor Com- 
mission is still without all the data de- 
sired to aid in fixing its opinion as to 
the location of the harbor. Full state- 
ments as to the result of the latert bor- 
ings at San Pedro are lacking, but these 
are expected soon. While waiting for 
these, the commissioners are occupying 
themselves in considering the testimony 
and investigations as to currents and 
shoaling. 

That the members expect to have 
their report ready by the end of the 
month is indicated by the fact that one 
member of the commission is making 
arrangements to leave the city soon 
after the inauguration. 

That there will be two reports is now 
deemed certain by those who are fol- 
lowing the matter. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
Rush and Jostie Will Mark the 
Close of the Session. 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Congress 
will adjourn sine die a week from 
Thursday and the rush and jostling 
which marks the closing days of a ses- 
sion will begin tomorrow. 

Washington's birthday will be cele- 
brated by hard work. Members with 
pet measures, the passage of which 
have more or less bearing on their po- 
litical fortunes, will begin to clamor for 
recognition, but they will appeal in vain 
as long as appropriation bills and con- 
ference reports are before the House 
for action, as these, by the rules, have 
the right-of-way. Besides, the House 
managers are anxious to put through 
with the least possible delay the last 
two budgets, so that the decks may be 
cleared for the final struggle with the 
SéenatetoX\er the tatter’s amendments 
to the money bills. 

Speaker Keed and the House man- 
agers are using all their power and in- 
fluence to keep down the appropriations 
to the lowest limit, as they already 
promise to exceed those of the Fifty- 
first Congress, and the increases «una 
lut maxes will be fought to 
the bitter end. The influence of this 
purpose to keep down appropriations 
to the minimum Was apparent yester- 
day, when the Naval Committee, after 
agreeing to recommend an appropria- 
tion for a new battleship and a train- 
ing ship for the Annapolis cadets, upon 
consultation with the leaders rescinded 
its action and decided to report the bill 
without any recommendation for an in- 
crease of the new navy. 

The General Deficiency Bill, which 
has been under consideration for two 
days in the House, will probably be 
completed tomorrow. An effort will be 
made to strike out the appropriation 
of $1,310,000 for the Southern Pacific, 
being the amount withheld by the gov- 
ernment pending a determination of 
the liabiliry of that road to the Union 
and Central Pacific roads. It probably 
will tail however. 

The only measure of considerable im- 
portance which seems to have a chance 
of running the gauntiet during the 
closing days is the Senate joint resolu- 
tion for an international monetary con- 
ference looking to the adoption of in- 
ternational bimetallism. The resolu- 
tion was immediately reported -o the 
House yesterday, and its friends ere 
very anxious to have it passed. 
Speaker Reed is said to be friendly to 
it, and a special order may be brought 
in for its consideration during the 
week. Little time, however. will be 
allowed to debate, as the House has 
no time now to waste in a long finan- 
cial debate over a resolution, the pur- 
pose and scope of which are well une 
derstood. 


SENATE FORECAST. 


Appropriation Bills Will 
ize Attention During the Week. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Senate 
will begin the week by listening to 
Senator Daniel read Washington’s fare- 
well address, but will not observe 
Washington's birthday to any great 
extent.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 21.—For two 
years past the natives on the Islands 
of Raitea and Tahaa, dependencies of 
the Tahiti government, have refused 
to recognize French authority. News 
from Tahiti on December 26 last is 
that Gov. Gallet left Papeete on board 
the French corvette Duguay-Trouan, 
with the transport Aube, to punish 
these people. A force of Tahitian vol- 
unteers, marine infantry from New 
Caledonia and Papeete, with sailors 
from the warships were the combat- 
ants.

MEETING OF POPULIST EDITORS IN 
TWO CITIES. 


The Kansas City Gang Will Kill 
Time Till the Memphis Crowd 
Breaks Up, in the Hope of Get- 
ting Reinforcements..

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Feb. 21.—The 
reform editors have been arriving all 
day today to attend the conference of 
the National Reform Press Associa- 
tion, called by Chairman Arthur Ro- 
selle of the Missouri State People’s 
Party Committee, and also the sec- 
retary and treasurer of the National 
Association, to meet here tomorrow. 
Chairman Roselle was among the first 
to arrive. 

“About one hundred delegates will be 
here,”’” he said to an Associated Press 
representative, “and everything looks 
bright for a successful meeting.”

This would be done, Chairman Ro- 
selle said, in answer to a query, the 
local meeting lasting for at least two 
days. Whether Washburn, or Vincent, 
or both, would finaily come here, was 
a matter of conjecture, he added.

COLORADO AVALANCHES. 


THE HEAVIEST SNOWFALL KNOWN 
IN MANY YEARS, 


Snowslides Come Down the Moun- 
tains with Alarming Frequency 


Destroying Mining Property and 
Killing Many People. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

DENVER, Feb. 21.—The week just 
past has witnessed the heaviest snow- 
fall and the greatest number of snow- 
Slides in the mountains of Colorado 
since 1884, according to advices from 
many points. There have been many 
fatalities, numberless narrow escapes 
and several persons have been re- 
ported missing. 

A dispatch from Breckinridge says: 
“Mr. Conway left Dillon with a pack 
train for Collier Mountain last Fri- 
day. Today news was received that 
he had been overwhelmed by a snow- 
slide which buried his entire train. A 
party left here to attempt his rescue, 
but little hope is felt that he will be 
found alive.”’ 

Two slides came down today into 
Imogene Basin, near Ouray. One de- 
molished the buildings of the Camp 
Bird mine, fatally injuring one man, 
Peter Eichberg, and burying two oth- 
ers who narrowly escaped death. The 
other slide carried away the ore 
house of the United States mine. 

The railroad blockades, some of 
which lasted forty-eight hours, have all 
been raised and trains are all run- 
ning with reasonable regularity 
throughout the State, but the wagon. 
roads in most of the higher portions 
are impassable and many small towns 
are accessible only by means of snow 
shoes.

TANK STEAMER LOST. 


The Diamant Foundered, but May 
be Floating Yet.

BOSTON, Feb. 21.—The German tank 
Steamer Diamant, Capt. Wischausen, 
and thirty-five men were probably lost 
with all hands, 280 miles southeast of 
Halifax, February 17, or else she has 
been drifting at the mercy of the ele- 
ments ever since. Such is the opinion 
of Capt. Forth of the Furness line 
steamer Galilee, which reached this 
port today from London. Capt. Forth 
attempted to tow the Diamant and save 
her crew, but the hawser parted and 
the tank steamer disappeared fom 
view so quickly that it is believed she 
went down. Capt. Forth says he 
sighted the steamer February 10, show- 
ing signals of distress, having lost her 
propeller. The steamer was taken in 
tow but the next day she broke away. 
This was repeated until the 17th, when 
she disappeared altogether. The Gali- 
lee had towed the Diamant 600 miles. 

Capt. Forth cruised around all day 
but saw no trace of the steamer and so 
resumed his course. While he believes 
the Diamant has foundered, Capt. 
Forth thinks that the empty tanks 
may have kept her afloat and that she 
is somewhere in the track of the Euro- 
pean steamers. 


A DIVORCEE’S DEATH. 


Quarrelled with Her Consort and 
Took Carbolic Acid.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21. — Mrs. May 
Skelton or Shelton, aged 43, who is said 
to be the divorced wife of a wealthy 
Chicago dealer in railway supplies, com- 
mitted suicide tonight at the Hotel 
Menlo by taking a dose of carbolic acid. 

John Turner, aged 28 years, who is 
said to be in the grocery business in 
Nashville, Tenn., is a prisoner, having 
been arrested on suspicion of knowing 
more than he is willing to admit about 
the woman’s death.

LONDON, Feb. 21.—A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Canea dated Sunday 
says: Smart firing was heard today in 
the hills to the eastward. The reply of 
the Turks was feeble and it was ob- 
vious that they must abandon their 
position if pressed. The gun practice 
from the redoubt on the outer lines 
was ludicrous. The chief Cretan posi- 
tion was a hamlet on a ridge of hills 


4000 yards from the flagship. At 4:30. 


o'clock this afternoon signals 
made to H.M.S. Dryad, H.M.S. Spar- 
ries and H.M.S. Revenge, together with 
one Italian, one German and one Rus- 
sian ship, to open fire upon the Cretan 
position where the Greek flag was 
hoisted some days ago. The British 
ships fired forty and the foreign ships 
thirty shells at the village and ruined 
the house held by the Cretans. The flag 
was soon lowered, and the order “cease 
firing,’’ sounded after ten minutes. 
Thereupon the flag was re-hoisted. The 
rocks around were crowded with Cre- 
tans. The Turks encouraged by the

The Cretans had not replied during 
the whole performance. It was a some- 
what melancholy spectacle. 
THE FLAG STILL FLIES. 

CANEA, Feb. 21.—Later reports are 
to the effect that the English men-of- 
opened the bombardment. The othefs 
followed. The Kaiserina Augusta fired 
melinite shells. The commander of the 
Greek man-of-war Hydra cleared for 
action in case the necessity should 
arise. Some shells fell in the town of 
Canea, raising clouds of dust. It is ru- 
mored that several persons were killec 
and wounded. When the firing ceasec 
the Greek flag was still flying over the 
insurgents’ camp. 
GREEK TRANSPORT CAPTURED... 

CANEA (Crete,) Feb. 21.—British tor- 
pedo boats have captured and brought 
to this port the small Greek steamer 
Laurium, which was carrying victuals 
and tents for the insurgents. The forts 
fired two rounds of blank cartridges 
yesterday at the Greek gunboat Pen- 
eues. A Turkish frigate also dis- 
charged blank shots at the Greeks. 
The Greek gunboat Peneues quickly 
replied to the blank shots fired by the 
Turkish frigate. The frigate then 
withdrew from the scene of operations. 

The Grecian flag was hoisted on the 
ramparts here on the drrival of the 
cruiser Kaiserina Augusta. 

A WARNING TO VASSOS. 

CANEA (Crete,) Feb. 21.—The for- 
eign admirals have warned Col. Vassos, 
commander of the Greek forces on the 
island. of Crete of their intention to 
attack his troops with four men-of-war 
anchored off his camp, Aghioi Theodori, 
should he attempt to advance to the 
interior of the island. 

ONLY REFERS TO CANEA. 

ATHENS, Feb. 21.—It is stated that 
the warning of the foreign admirals 
given to Col. Vassos only referred to 
a Greek attack on Canea. Col. Vassos 
will continue to occupy § strategetic 
points in the interior of the island of 
Crete. 

CAN IGNORE THE POWERS. 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—But for the large 
supplies of provisions which the pow- 
ers allowed to be landed for the Greeks 
and the insurgents at Platania and 
Akrotiri, their position would have 
been desperate. They can now afford to 
ignore the threat of the foreign ad- 
mirals to stop further supplies if hos- 
tilities are resumed. 


SWEPT THE PLAIN, 


Turks Routed After a Great Waste 
of Ammunition, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—A_ dispatch to 
the Times from Canea says King 
George ordered Col.  Vassos to offer 
safe conduct to Canea for all the Turk- 
ish garrisons besieged by Christians. 
Col. Vassos made the offer to the Vouk- 
olies garrison. The troops at the garri- 
son refused to leave without arms, and 
the fortification therefore was pbom- 
barded. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from 
Athens says the night that Fort Vouk- 
olies fell Col. Vassos learned that the 
Turkish garrison from Canea was ad- 
vancing to succor the defeated Turks. 
He dispatched a body of insurgents to 
meet them and speedily followed him- 
self with his troops. In the plain of 
Lividia, 1500 Turks and 2000 Turkish 
Cretans with three guns engaged in 
battle. The Cretan insurgents and the 
Greeks deployed and after ninety min- 
utes’ fighting, swept the plain, forcing 
the Turks to take refuge in Canea. 

Col. Vassos burned the fortified bar- 
rack at Lividia and the Aghio block- 
house. The Greeks lost four sub-lieu- 
tenants killed and twenty officers and 
men wounded. The Turkish losses are 
unknown. In obedience to the orders 
of the King of Greece, Col. Vassos re- 
called the troops to Platania, 

Describing the fight at Voukolits, 
the Canea correspondent of the Daily 
Mali says: ““The Cretans suffered heay- 
ily by their own fault. They disre- 
garded an order to withhold musketry 
fire until the work of the artillery had 
been completed, They wasted 50,000 
cartridges and lost thirty men in main- 
taining a furious and foolish fire, ad- 
vancing to within 100 yards of the re- 


doubts, while the Turks fired splen- 


didly, wasting few bullets. The Cre- 
tans were obliged to send to Platinia 
for more ammunition, which arrived on | 


Thursday night, with four guns. The 
Cretans at this time surrounding the 
fort disobeyed orders and dispersed in 
search of food, the Turks profiting by 
the position evacuated by the Cretans. 

On Frdiay morning, when the guns 
had been placed in position and they 
were about ta resume bombarding, the 
troops were surprised to see the Cre- 
tans plant a flag upon the deserted fort. 
Thirty-two dead Turks were found in- 
side the fortifications which were blown 
up by dynamite. The Greek troops 
were all young men. Never before had 
they been under fire and they displayed 
coolness and courage.” 


GREEK ENTHUSIASM 
A Monster Demonstration for Union 
in Athens. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ATHENS, Feb. 21.—Over 40,000 per- 
sons participated in a demonstration 
this afternoon in University Square 
in favor of the union of Crete with 
Greece. The greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed. An address was adopted de- 
claring that the King and people were 
ready for any sacrifices of blood and 
treasure to bring the present Cretan 
policy to a successful issue. The crowd 
then marched to the palace and a depu- 
tation paid their addresses to the 
King. Tremendous cheering followed. 
His Majesty, King George, Crown 
Prince Constantine, Duke of Sparta and 
other members of the royal family oc- 
cupied places on the cony. 

The King addressed the crowd as 
follows: “You are executing the true 
mandaté of the Hellenic people. I 
thank you for this imposing display of 
your feelings. May God protect our 


beloved country and ‘strengthen our 
—s efforts. Long live the Hellenic 
nation.”’ 


The address of King George was fol- 
lowed by vociferous cheering. 

Prince Nicholas has arrived at La- 
rissa, a town of Thessaly, on the Turk- 
ish frontier, twenty miles from. the 
Gulf of Salonica. Greek forces with 
artillery have landed at Kissoto. 

A Turkish transport, accompanied by 
a British torpedo boat is engaged in 
conveying 1500 troops from Canea to 
Candia. 


RUSSIAN SYMPATHY. 


Royal Family of Greece Asks the 

Czar’s Assistance. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Berlin says: ‘The 
Queen of Greece recently sent a mes- 
sage to the Czar, requesting his sup- 
port for the national cause of Greece. 
The King also wired the Czar, stating 
that he would declare war on, Turkey 
and himself lead the army before he 
would yield to European coercion. Prin- 
cess Marie of Greece also telegraphed 
her flancée, Grand Duke George of Rus- 
sia, that the action of the powers 

against Greece was infamous.

DR. RUIZ’S DEATH. 
Consul-General Lee is Determined 


to Sift the Case to the Bottom 
or Resign. 


WILL NOT YIELD TO IGNOMINY. 


EVIDENCE THAT THE PRISONER 
WAS FOULLY MURDERED. 


Minister Taylor Instructed to De- 
mand a Fall Explanation and 
Prompt Investigation—It May 
Lead to War, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: ‘Sec- 
retary of State Olney has demanded 
here and in Madrid a full explanation 
and prompt investigation of the death 
of Ricardo Ruiz. The status of the 
case is unchanged. 

“Gen. Lee has asked that he be in- 
structed to demand the release of all 
American citizens who are held in Cuba 
under circumstances of illegality sim- 
ilar to those which characterized the 
Ruiz case. 

“These instructions will have to be 
forthco g, a new Consul-General 
sent to Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, the 
descendant of two signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, cannot and 
will not—I speak with authority—allow 
his name to be associated with a policy 
of ignominy and surrender.” 


A FULL INVESTIGATION, 


The State Department is Bound to 
Bring Spain to Book. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says the 
administration is determined to have 
a full investigation of all the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of Dr. 
Ricardo Ruiz, the American dentist 
who was recently found dead in a 
prison cell at Guanabacoa, Cuba. The 
question of reparation, if the facts jus- 
tify it, will follow investigation. 

Secretary Olney has sent a cable dis- 
patch to Minister Taylor in Madrid in- 
forming him that Dr. Ruiz died under 
suspicious circumstances and directing 
him to inform the Spanish government 
that the United States desires a full 
inquiry into the affair. In the mean- 
time, Consul-General Lee is prosecut- 
ing his inquiry, and just as soon as 
his reply is at hand it will be consid- 
ered with a view to defining the policy 
of the administration in the matter. 

The only word received from Con- 
sul-General Lee is contained in two 
dispatches, one informing the depart- 
ment of Dr. Ruiz’s death, and the 
other announcing the fact of his death 
in the Guanabacoa jail under suspi- 
cious circumstances. The last dispatch 
called for a reply in which the Con- 
sul-General was instructed to make a 
prompt and full investigation, and the 
message to Minister Taylor as stated 
above. 

The Ruiz incident has considerably 
agitated public men here and it is exe 
pected that a resolution will be intro~ 
duced in both houses of Congress call- 
ing upon the State Department for all 
facts in the case. The present adminis- 
tration can hardly do more during the 
Short time it has than to get the in- 
vestigation well under way. But appre- 
American 
public is upon questions of outrages 
upon our citizens, it will be the pur- 
pose of Secretary Olney to see that an 
absolutely fair and impartial report is 
made by our representative in Cuba. 

While the Ruiz affair might ulti- 
mately form the basis for a possible 
rupture between the United States and 
Spain, it is not likely to come during 
the present administration. If the new 
administration desires to depart from 
diplomatic means for securing better 
treatment of Americans the present ad- 
ministration will leave at its disposal a 
fine fleet of warships near Havana to 
back up any demand that may be made. 

It was further denied at the White 
House that any request has come from 
Consul-General Lee for warships, or 
that there was any intention of send- 
ing warships to Havana. 

The report of the Snanish investiga- 
tion expected to be set on foot as a re- 
sult of Mr. Taylor’s representation is 
anticipated by State Department au- 
thorities. It will be that Ruiz died from 
natural causes, and testimony to this 
effect will be secured from numerous 
witnesses that the authorities in Cuba 
are able to procure, and which will be 
sufficient to offset any evidence that 
may be obtained for the United States. 

State Department officials says that 
the case of Ruiz is very like that of 
S. N. Lopez, an American citizen 
whom Consul-General Lee reported was 
a victim of Spanish brutality. His re- 
= was laid before the Madrid offi- 
cials. 

In rebuttal the Spanish officials of- 
fered the report made by their repre- 
sentatives. Gen. Lee could make only 
a bare statement of the facts as he 
found them, and could not quote any 
person as responsible for his informa- 
tion, because of the fear that his in- 
formant would be subjected to impris- 
onment which, in the Ruiz case, was 
preliminary to death. 

On the other hand, the Spanish case 
was filled with sworn testimony of 
those who Gen. Lee declares were re- 
sponsible for the death of Lopez, and 
others who the Spanish authorities 
claim have no interest in the matter. 
Against his mass of evidence Consul- 
General Lee’s word is as naught. 

Whatever may be the result of the 
investigation in the Ruiz case, there 
is a pressing demand from Congress 
for more complete details in this and 
cases of American prisoners in 

uba. 


MARKS OF VIOLENCE, 


It is Evident That Dr. 
Murdered. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—A dispatch to 
the World from Havana says that Dr. 
Ricardo Ruiz, a naturalized American 
citizen, arrested on suspicion by the 
Spanish a week ago, was found dead in 
his cell in the Guanabacoa jail last 
Tuesday. The body bore marks of vio- 
lence. The jailer said he died by sui- 
cide. Consul-General Lee sought the 
privilege of viewing the body and asked 
for a full statement of the circum- 
stances of his death. 

The Spanish at first ignored both re- 
quests. Gen. Lee telegraphed to Wash- 
ington. Noreply was received. On Fri- 
day Gen. Lee imperatively demanded 
that the body of Dr. Ruiz be turned 
over to him and that an autopsy be 
made by two physicians, one of whom 
should be designated by Gen. Lee. The 
Marquis Ahumada, acting captain-gen- 
eral in place of Gen. Weyler, who is in 
the field, issued the necessary orders, 
but so long was the delay that although 
Guanabacoa is less than three miles

from Havana, Gen. Lee was not admit- 
ted to the prison there until Friday aft- | 


ernoon, or thirty hours after the death 
of Ruiz, and barely in time to stop the 
burial of the American physician in a 
plain pine coffin, by a squad of negro 
Spanish servants. 

When the coffin was opened it was 
found that Ruiz’s face had been so 
battered with blows and so cut with 
wounds as to be almost unrecognizable. 
The prisoners said that piercing cries 
were heard from his cell on the night 
of his death. 

Gen. Lee could reach no other con- 
clusion than that Dr. Ruiz had been 
murdered. He immediately ordered an 
autopsy to be made, the result of 
which will not be known until late to- 
day. He cabled the results of his in- 
vestigation to the State Department, 
but again no response came. 

In the meantime Scott. an American, 
has been kept eleven days in solitary 
confinement at Regla, just across the 
bay from Havana. Gen. Lee has been 
refused permission even to see him. 
This is a plain violation of the treaty 
rights. It is feared that he, too, has 
been slain. 

Dr. Ruiz wae a naturalized American 
citizen. He studied and practiced den- 
tistry in Philadelphia for some time 
and returned to Cuba at the beginning 
of the present insurrection. The charge 
upon which he was arrested was con- 
spiracy. He is highly spoken of here. 


NO COMPLICATIONS, 


State Department Takes a Hopefal 
View of the Ruiz Affair. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—It can be 
stated on the best au rity that so far 
at least, there is no-r®ason for appre- 
hension that the case of Dr. Richard 
Ruiz, who was found dead in his cell 
in the jail at Guanabacoa, Cuba, will 
lead to an international complication. 

The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the State Department in the 
latter part of last week, through com- 
plaint of some of the friends of the 
dootor in this country. The allegation 
was that the man had been imprisoned 
beyond the period allowed by the treaty 
for an American citizen to be kept in 
jail without the lodgment of charges, 
and that he had been murdered by his 
jailers. 

Consul-General Lee was immediately 
directed by cable to investigate the af- 
fair, although it appeared from his dis- 
patches that he had already had his at- 
tention directed to the case. 

The official reports of the Spanish 
officers is said to show that Ruiz, while 
in jail, died but this has not yet been 
communicated to the State Department. 
Meanwhile Gen. Lee is investigating 
the matter and the State Department 
is awaiting his report. In the absence 
of this «the officials feel no apprehension 
of any complications, and all stories 
that warships have been called for by 
Gen. Lee, and that this government is 
making ready to take forcible measures 
in the case are without foundation. 

Dr. Ruiz was a naturalized American 
citizen. He studied and practiced den- 
tistry in Philadelphia for some time, 
and returned to Cuba about the begin- 
ning of the present insurrection. The 
charge upon which he was arrested was 
conspiracy in, having participated in 
the derailing of a train carrying Span- 
ish troops, as a result of which two 
Spanish officers were captured by the 
insurgents.

CINCINNATI (O.,) Feb. 21.—A Com- 
mercial Tribune special from Carabelli, 
Fla., says: The sohooner Jeanette from 
Matanzas, Cuba, arrived with the sec- 
ond mate severely stabbed. When the 
schooner was'in port the second mate 
went ashore and became intoxicated. 
While on the dock he was approached 
by four Spanish soldiers, who demanded 
his money and everything of value. 
The mate refused to obey. The soldiers 
stabbed him with their bayonets and 
then knocking him down, took all the 
money he had, his cap and coat and 
everything of any value.

Bacon, an insurance agent, who a few 
days ago was one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent business men in Kan- 
sas City, committed suicide in a room 
at the Midland Hotel at 1 o’clock this 
morning, firing a bullet into his brain. 
Despondency following business re- 
verses is supposed to be the cause of 
the suicide.

ONE LONE GUEST, 
Gov. Bradley Was MecKinley’s Only 
Caller Vesterday. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CANTON (O.,) Feb. 21.—Maj. Mc- 
Kinley did not leave the house today. 
The weather was too rough for a drive 
or other outdoor exercise, even for one 
in robust health. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky was the 
only stranger to cross the threshold, 
and he spent the greater part of the 
day atthe house. Mr. Bradley reached 
Canton at 3 o'clock Sunday morning, 
via the Pennsylvania road. He was 
met by Private Secretary Boyle and 
driven to the Rutherford House, where 
he spent the remainder of the night. 
The Associated Press representative 
saw Gov Bradley at the hotel. 

“IT am too tired,” he said, “too 
sleepy and have too bad a cold to be 
interviewed. As to the Senatorial sit- 
uation in my State, I know no more 
about it than you do. Were I to give 
expression to what is on my mind I am 
afraid you would not have a very pleas- 
ant interview. I may have more to 
say in the morning.” 

But when at 4:30 p.m. he boarded 
a train, headed toward Cleveland, the 
Governor had nothing to say of the 
conference at Canton. He would say 
nothing of the Senatorial question or 
of a possible extra session of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature. 

“IT will be in Kentucky tomorrow,” 
he said as he entered his carriage. 

The newspaper correspondents sta- 
tioned here are looking fer the arrival 
of Col. McCook, a New York Cabinet 
possibility, on Tuesday. 


CLEVELAND (0.,) Feb. 21.—Chair- 
man Hanna was at the Union Club this 
evening when he was shown the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Columbus, 
containing Gov.

THE INAUGURATION GOWN. 


Mrs. McKinley’s State Costame Fin- 
ished at Last—Its Fall Description. 


The inauguration wardrobe of Mrs. 
William McKinley, reparations for 
which have been the object of two vis- 
its to Chicago, is completed and con- 
Sists of ten rich costumes of satin, 
velvet and silver cloth. The cost of 
the cotumes, it is said, was between 
$8000 and $10,000. 

The gown to be worn at the inaugura- 
tion is especially handsome. The ma- 
terial is’ what is known as cloth of 
silver. The groundwork is of white 
satin, heavily woven with silver thread 
in a lily design. The train, which is 
plain, full and sweeping, is two yards 
and a half in length. On the left side 
it is open over a panel of seed pearls, 
embroidered on satin. Beginning at 
the bottom is a flounce of Venetian 
point lace of special and beautiful de- 
sign , a half yard in width, which is 
cascaded narrow at the bottom and 
gradually widens toward the top until 
it is extended its full width over the 
hip and out to the back, where it is | 
partly concealed under the full train. | 
The right side of the skirt is also| 
slashed open half way up and under. 
that is an embroidered petticoat of | 
pearls. The bodice is tight-fitting and | 
slightly pointed front and back. The | 
lower part is of silver cloth and the | 
upper and back of pearls. The same. 
lace that is used in the flounce is} 
fastened at the waist line into a nar- 
row point and is draped wider toward 
the shoulders in a V-shape. The col- 
lar is of pearl embroidered satin, and 
from it is a high Medici collar of the 
lace. The sleeves are long and fairly 
tight and are finished at the wrist 
with Vandyke effect, embroidered at 
the edge, from which they fall from 
narrow lace of the same design as that 
on the skirt. With this gown Mrs. 
McKinley will wear a number of dia- 
monds to fasten the lace on the front 
of her gown, the handsomest being a 
diamond star and sunburst. The lining 
for this gown is of white satin, heavy 
and rich. Around the bottom inside 
are half a dozen ruffies to give a full 
effect. The lace which is used was 
made especially for the establishment 
where the gown was designed.

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the first 
event of the fifth annual field day of 
the Intercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion of Southern California will take 
place at Athletic Park. Thirty repre- 
sentative athletes from four institu- 
tions of learning will compete for hon- 
ors in track events, and the rivalry 
of the different factions, though 
friendly, is intense. The schools from 
which the competitors will be sent 
are the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, located at University; Pomona 
College at Claremont, Chaffey, a pre- 
paratory school in connection with 
Southern California University, situ- 
ated at Ontario, and Occidental College, 
recently at Boyle Heights, but now 
occupying the old St. Vincent’s Hall 
in this city. 

The officers of the association, L. 
M. Tolman of Pomona, president, and 
H. L. Leland of U.S.C., business man- 
ager, have worked untiringly for the 
success of this meet, and although the 
recent heavy rains have interfered 
somewhat with their plans, they have 
succeeded in getting matters into such 
shape as to give promise of a good 
day’s sport. The programme will con- 
Sist of eleven events, and each of the 
four schools will be represented in 
every event. Pomona and Chaffey will 
send teams of eight men each, U.S.C. 
and Occidental each having teams of 
seven men. 

Pomona has won the intercollegiate 
field day in Southern California, and 
the silver cup for the past two years, 
and the fight today is practically be- 
tween the team from Claremont and 
the U.S.C. athletes These two teams 
have about equal chances to win, al- 
though the weather for the past week 
and a half has deprived the competi- 
tors from at least ten days’ training 
at the most important time. The work 
of the U.S.C. boys has been under the 
supervision of Van Leuven, who trained 
Pomona last year. Pomona’s present 
coach to L. M. Tolman, who is at that 
college taking a post-graduate course. 
Roublee, formerly director of the Y.M. 
C.S. gymnasium at Riverside, has 
guided the athletes of Chaffey in their 
training, and Howland of Amherst has 
been coaching Occidental. 

This year the association has adopted 
@ new system of scoring. Heretofore the 
first places counted one point, the sec- 
md two, and so.on, and the team scor- 
ng the least number of points was 
declared the winner. The system 
adopted this year is exactly the oppo- 
site. The first places score four. the 
second three, the third two, and the 
fourth one, making 110 points in all. 

ach team can score a possible forty- 
four, but thirty-five points will win the 
field day. .The colors of the different 
colleges are: U.S.C., cardinal . and 
gold; Pomona, navy blue and white; 
Occidental, black and gold, and Chaf- 
fey, old gold and olive green. 

he first event on the programme will 
be the 100-yard dash, the former South- 
ern California intercollegiate record for 
which is 10% sec. FE. O. Edgerton is 
the U.S.C. entry in this event. Edger- 
ton is a very quick starter, and has 


had considerable experience with the’ 


sprints. He is looked upon as a sure 
winner by the U.S.C. men. Pomona 
sends H. L. Avery to represent her 
in this sprint, and will build upon 
nothing less than four points for the 
event. Avery won both the 100-yard 
handicap and the 100-yard novice at 
the Athletic Club field day held last 
Thanksgiving day. Ray Cree will rtn 
the 100 for Chaffey. Cree is one of 
Chaffey’s best men, and is reputed to 
be very good at getting away. Sid D. 
Maize is entered from Occidental. and 
little is expected from him unless he 
gets an advantage on the start. 

W. L. Chambers is the U.S.C. entry 
in the next event, the sixteen-pound 
hammer throw, and his college looks 
to him for at least a second place. 
Chambers is but 18 years old, is 6 feet 
2 inches in height, and weighs 170 
pounds, and while this is his first ap- 
pearance in any kind of an athletic 
contest, he will probably give ,his op- 
ponents something to do, as he has 
thrown the hammer over one hundred 
feet in practice. L. M. Tolman, Po- 
man’s coach, and best all-around ath- 
lete, is .their representative in this 
event. Tolman throws about one hun- 
dred and five feet in practice. Chaf- 
fey places: E. A. Fuller, who holds 
the present record of ninety-four feet, 
made last year, in the hammer throw. 
Fuller claims to have made a record 
of 119% feet. Dean B. Cromwell will 
throw the hammer for Occidental, but 
has been unable to accomplish much 
in practice, and is not looked upon 
as dangerous by his rivals in the event. 

The 440-yard run comes next on the 
programme, and E. EB. Elliott will try 
to win the race for U.S.C. Elliott is 
termed “U.S.C.'’s unbeaten idol,”” and 
has won four first-place medals for 440- 
yard and mile runs in the last two field 
days of the association. Elliott made 
the present record of 53 1-5s. in 1895, and 
his college mates are certain that he 
will win this event. R. P. Tolman will 
run in this race for Pomona, but only 
expects a second. Chaffey will enter 
George Cocke for the 440 and E. H. 
Miller will represent Occidental. Mil- 
ler’s friends consider that he is a good 
candidate for first or second honors. 

The U.S.C. entry in the running high 
jump, the next event, is A. O. Martin, 
who has been working out well, and 
has cleared hit. 6in. in practice. U.S.C. 
builds on Martin for four points in this 
event. Either L. M. Tolman or Ray 
Condit will jump for Pomona. Condit is 
reported to have made a jump of 5ft. 
Bin. in practice, but he has never as yet 
appeared in competition. Occidental 
places T. S. Chapin in the event, and 
his best mark in practice is 5ft. 4in. Car] 
Adams is entered from Chaffey. The 
previous record for this event 1s 5ft. 

in. 
re. one-mile bicycle race, which will 
follow the jump, will be hotly con- 
tested. The best mile that has ever 
been ridden in a Southern California 
intercollegiate field day was in 2:15%. 
Tommie J. Nelson, the colored cham- 
pion of Los Angeles, will ride for U.S. 
C., and is expected by his schoolmates 
to win the race. Nelson has never met 
thé 16¢ah amateur cracks and is anxious 
for a chance to show what he can do. 
A. Y. Gordon will pedal as fast as he 
ean for Pomona. Gordon won the mile 
novice at the Pasadena meet on New. 
Year’s day without great effort. Dean 
Cromwell is Occidental’s entry, and is 
expected to win. Robert Tremper is to 
represent Chaffey. 

The previous record for the 220-yard 
dash ie 23 4-5 seconds. U.S.C. has se- 


and will be satisfied if he finishes sec- 
ond. Pomona will be surprised if their 
entry, H. L. Avery, does not win this 
evemt, but Chaffey also claims a win- 
ner in L. 8S. Francis, who was spiked 
in the 220 in last year’s field day when 
he had a fighting chance of winning. 
Occidental will place E. H. Miller in 
this race. 

Next on the programme comes the 
pole vault, the record for which is 10 
feet 2 inches. U.S.C.’s man in this 
event is A. O. Martin, who is looked 
upon as a probable finisher in third 
place. Pomona expects her entry, H. F. 
Sloan, to win this event. This is Sloan’s 
third year at vaulting, and though he 
is very awkward in getting over the 
bar, 10 feet 6 inches is the mark he 
hopes to establish.

Herbert Coul- 
ter will vault for Chaffey, and L. A. 
Chapin for Occidental. 7 

The evént which is always one of 
the most closely contested and inter- 
esting on the programme follows the 
vaulting.

Edgerton for U.S.C.; Cree, for Chaf- 
fey; Lamb, for Pomona, and 
Sid Maize for Occidental, are the en- 
tries for the event. Chaffey and U.S.C.

Elliott is picked to win hands 
down by U.S.C., and expects to break 
the mile intercollegiate record today. 
Voorhees has run under 5 min., and 
Pomona is sure he will score at least 
three points. D. Chapin will run the 
mile for Occidental, but has never been 
able to show up well in practice, 5 
min. 15 sec., being about as well as 
he has ever done. John P. Lucas is 
the entry in this event from Chaffey, 
—_ is not considered a probable win- 

Seeley of U.S.C. will be missed in 
the sprints, but he is laid up, and 
unable to compete. He holds the record 
for the 220-yard dash. 

U.S.C. expects first place in the 440- 
yard dash, the mile run, the high 
jump, the one mile bicycle race, and 
the fifty-yard dash: second place in 
the weights, and the 100 and 220-yard 
dashes, and third place in the pole 
vault, and two-mile bicycle race. This 
wculd give them five firsts, four seconds 
and two thirds, and a score of thirty- 
six points. 

Pomona calculates on winning first 
honors in the pole vault, 100 and 220- 
yard dashes, two-mile bicycle race, 
and shot-put; second honors in the 
high jump, fifty and 440-yard dashes, 
the mile run, and the hammer throw:

HORSE TALK. | 


OPENING OF THE RACING SEASON 
IN THE EAST, 


The Losers by the Recent Depres- 
sion in Blood Steck — Jockey 
Club Raises Weights—News of 
the Crackerjacks. 


In a few weeks the racing season of 
1897 will have begun, and turfmen are 
debating as to whether it is to be an 
improvement on that of 1896, or whether 
the sport of kings is.to dwindle to in- 
Significance, as certain pessimists 
would have us believe. The breed of 
trustworthy prophets is extinct—even 
prognostications of the weather are 
issued subject to revision by the east 
wind—but it seems probable that when 
the season now approaching shall have 
passed away, it will at least bear favor- 
able comparison with that of last year. 

Yet those that take a gloomy view 
of the situation have some excuse for 
grumbling. The odds last year were 
very bad, and most speculators lost 
moneys the two-year-olds were an in- 
different lot, with a marked aptitude 
for in and out running; the public did 
not patronize the sport as in the good 
old days, and at some of the yearling 
sales youngsters of fair breeding were 
almost given away. All these things 
the pessimists recollect, or they would 
not be pessimists, but they have over- 
looked many indications which seem to 
show the tide has turned, and to point 
to , bright future for the American 
turf. 

Quick-witted observers first saw signs 
of a revival when the Elmendorf and 
Beaumont studs passed under the ham- 
mer at Lexington, early in December, 
The handsome sum of $116,145 was real- 
ized, of which $26,000 was contributed 
by Imp, Order, by Ben d’Or-Angelica, 
and $15,000 by Imp. Candlemas, the thir- 
teen-year-old son of the great Hermit. 
Most of the plums went to the wealthy 
owner of the Rancho del Paso, though 
the. Fleischmanns and Byron McClel- 
land were also represented in the bid- 
ding. If, horsemen reasoned, so astute

Every investment in thoroughbred 
stock would have been so much money 
lost had not the Jockey Clun succeeded 
in placing racing on a firm footing 
after it had fioundered in the Slough 
of Despond for a couple of seasons. 
Moreover, it would have been a na- 
tional calamity had our breeding in- 
terests been sacrificed, for the thorough- 
bred is the leaven that keaps up the 
quality of the every-day working 
horse. This argument five received 
confirmation lately from an unex«nected 
quarter. Those officers whose duty It is 
to buy remounts for the United States 
cavalry have found an increasing dif- 
ficulty in getting the horses they re- 
quire, There are plenty of brutes fit 
to pull a street car or drag a dump 
cart, but no horse entirely “cold” bred 
can stand the privations and fatigues 
of a campaign. It is conceded that the 
Jockey Club has saved racing, but what 
a pity it is not*national in its scope. 
Such & division of authority as that ex- 
isting between the eastern body and 
the Western Turf-Coneress is to be 
deplored very deeply. Is a national 
jockey club an impossibility? Many 
horsemen think not. 

Western racing received serious 
setback when the special court § cCe- 
clared the Missouri racing law unece- 
stitutional in St. Louis, and will af- 
fect, most injuriously. the cate re- 
ceipt of the Missouri race tracks. This 
alone would beta serious matter, for 
gate receipts are the pabulum upon 
which racing associations thrive, but 
western turfmen feel additional anx- 
fety when they reflect on the probable 
effect upon public opinion of so many 
poeolrooms running with the threttle 
wide open. Scandal is almost certain 
to result. and then adverse legislation 
is sure to follow. 

The western tracks have also suffered 
through a very wundesiralble class of 
bookmakers. These men have worked 
injury to the snort. Unless a favorite 
runs ‘nto the money every time they 
raise a iusty ery of fraud. Not being 
horsemen they, perhaps, know no bet- 
ter, but such an accusation once start- 
ed, gathers force as it spreads, keeping 
many persons away from the track. 
Hence Oakley, Louisville and Latonie 
are to do away with the bookmaker 
and give the totalizer, or mutual ma.- 
chine of an improved French pattern,

IT COSTS MONEY. 


Heavy Expenses Incurred in Hand« 
ling a Raseball Team. 

Few people have any idea what it 
costs to run a baseball team, especially 
one in the National League. The Phil- 
adelphia Ledger gives the following 
rough estimate: Manager’s salary, $2500; 
eighteen players at an average salary of 
$2000, $36,000;+ground keeper, assistant 
ground keeper, ticket sellers, attend- 
ants, etc., $5000: ground rent, $9608: in- 
terest on investment of grand stand, 
clubhouse and other ground improve- 
ments, $2500; bats, balls, uniforms and 
other paraphernalia, $2500; assessments 
by league to pay for umpires’ salaries 


and other expenses, $4500; railroad 
fares, taking an average of fifteen men 
and manager over complete circuit 


twice a year, making a total mileage of 
ahout 12,000 miles, $4500; sleeping-car 
berths, $1000: hotel bills, $5000; carriage 
hire to convey team to grounds from 
hotel and back again, $3500. These 
items alone foot up sonvething like $70,- 
000. This is a conservative estimate 
does not include a thousand and 
one incidemtals, neither does it include 
money spent for the purchase of new 
players, making drafts on minor 
leagues, etc.

THANKS TO ROTHSCHILD. 


Baron Nathan Rothschild is a rep- 
resentative of the fourth generation of | 
a family that has become famous in 


the world of finance. He differs from 
other members of his family, however, | 
in that he has not confined his atten- 
tion entirely to the loaning of money 
and the negotiations of bonds, but has 
also made a great study of economics | 
and industrial subjects. 

In a recently-published letter to Lord 
Salisbury, this distinguished English | 
gentleman says there should be a' 
union of industries between England . 
and America, “the mother country” 
to furnish the capital and America the | 
resources. This, he believes, would | 
lead up to a great degree of industrial | 
prosperity. 

The baron then goes on to speak 
disparagingly of the efforts made by 
British capital to develop resources in 
Asia and Africa. He shows what in- 
juries have been wrought in far-west- 
ern America by the introduction of 
Mongolian labor, and predicts that the 
newly-organized cotton manufactures 
in China and Japan cannot result 
otherwise than disastrously to the cot- 
ton interests of Manchester and other 
British manufacturing cities, as well as 
to the manufacturing cities of Amer- | 
ica. He believes that, with anything | 
like judicious handling, English capi- | 
tal would be much better compensated | 
for its outlay in America than in Asia 
or Africa. 

During the late Presidential cam- 
paign, the name of Rothschild was 
used by Populist stump orators to'! 
terrify farmers and other voters, much 
as “the bogie man” is used by nurses 
to terrify little children into submis- 
sion. According to their say-so, the 
Rothschilds had but one aim in life— 
to devour the substance of the. whole 
American people.

THE PASSING OF MITCHELL. 


The senior Senator from our sister 
State of Oregon has released his friends 
in the Legislature from their pledges, 
and they are now fully at liberty to 
fix their future allegiance as best Suits 
their desires. The Oregon Legislature 
sits, by constitutional limitation, for 
forty days, during which time there has 
been no regularity of organization on 
the part of the lower house, and much 
badly needed legislation was deferred 
Oregon, like Califor- 
nia, was hampered with a superfluity 
of commissions, none of which were 
able to achieve any material good. to 
the State; and as these commissions 
were paid salaries, there was the more 
cogent reason for their immediate abol- 
ishment. 

The Constitution of that State also 
provides that its Legislature may sit 
for a longer period than forty days, but 
without pay, hence the solons of Web- 
foot are liable to be in session a 
month from now, but without compen- 
sation. This may be taken as a pre- 
text hereafter for the most pernicious 
kind of legislation, on the ground that 
the members received no pay for their 
highly valuable services. The people 
who elected them, however, will not 
stand ready to accept that as a fair or 
valid excuse. It devolved.upon them

| THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 


Writing to Tue Tores from Tustin, 
a correspondent propounds the follow- 
ing: 


cedure, in case, 

“1, President-elect McKinley should 
die prior to March 4, 1897? 

“2. Vice-President-elect Hobart 
‘should die prior to March 4, 1897? 

“3. Both President-elect McKinley 
and Vice-President-elect Hobart should 
die prior to March 4, 18977 

“Kindly answer through the alert 
Times, and oblige, A Subscriber.” 

(1.) In case President-elect Mc- 
Kinley should die prior to March 4, 
1897, (or subsequently,) Vice-President 
Hobart would become President by 
virtue of Article Il, section 1, para- 
graph 6, of the Constitution of the 
United States, which is as follows: 


“6. In case of the removal of the 
President from office, or of his death, 
resignation, or inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of the said of- 
fice, the same shall devolve on the 
Vice-President; and the Congress may 
by law provide for the case of re- 
moval, death, resignation, or inability, 
both of the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall then 
act as President, and such officer shall 
act accordingly, until the disability be 
removed, or a President shall be 
elected.” 


(2.) In the event of Vice-President- 
elect Hobart’s death, prior (or subse- 
quent) to March 4, the President pro 
tempore of the Senate would succeed 
to the office of Vice-President, in ac- 
cordance with Article I, section 3, 
paragraphs 4 and 5, of the Constitu- 
tion, whiah are as follows: 

“4. The Vice-President of the United 


| State shall be President of the Senate, 
| but shall have no vote, unless they be 


equally divided. 

“5. The Senate shall choose their 
other officers, and also a President pro 
tempore, in the absence of the Vice- 
President, or when he shall exercise 
the office of President of the United 
States.” 

(3.) The possible 
President-elect and Vice-President- 
elect, prior to the date fixed for their 
inauguration, is a contingency which 
has not, so far as Tur Ties is aware, 
been specifically provided for, by the 
Constitution or the statutes. The 
course of procedure after the 4th of 
March, in the contingency contem- 
plated, is clearly defined. The act 
approved March 1, 1792, entitled “An 
Act relative to the election of a Pres- 
ident and Vice-President, and declar- 
ing the officer who shall act as Presi- 
dent in cases of vacancies,’ provided 
as follows: 

“That in case of a removal, death, 
resignation, or inability, both of the

States, within thirty-four days preced-

_but if there shall not be a space of 


two months between the date of such 


| notification and the first Wednesday 


in December, and if the term for which 
the President and Vice-President last 
in office were elected shall not expire 
on the third day of March next ensu- 
ing, then the Secretary of State shall 
specify in his notification that the 
electors shall be appointed within thir- 
ty-four days 
Wednesday in December in the next 
year ensuing, further action to be fol- 
lowed as prescribed by law for elec- 
tions ordinarily.” 

This law was superseded by the 
Presidential Succession Bill, passed at 
the first session of the Forty-ninth 
Congress, and approved January 19, 
1886, which reads as follows: 4 

“In case of removal, death, resigna- 
tion, or inability, of both the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, a member of 
the Cabinet shall, in the following or- 
der, act as President until the dis- 
ability is removed ora President 
elected: The Secretary of State, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Secretary of 
War, Attorney-General, Postmaster- 
General, Secretary of the Navy, Sec- 
retary of the Interior; provided, that 
whenever the powers and duties of 
the office of President of the United 
States shall devolve upon any of the 
persons named herein, if Congress be 
not then in session, or if it would not 
meet in accordance with law within 
twenty days thereafter, it shall be the 
duty of the person upon whom said 
powers and duties shall devolve to is- 
sue a proclamation convening Congress 
in extraordinary session, giving twenty 
days’ notice of the time of meeting.” 

As thus appears, the line of succes- 
sion in case of the death or disability 
of both President and Vice-President 
is clearly defined. But it is apparent 
that these provisions of the law do not 
contemplate the possible death or dis- 
ability of both President-elect and 
Vice-President-elect prior to their in- 
auguration. The question is an inter- 
esting one, and if it has been antici- 


pated by statutory enactment, THE 
is not awafe of the fact. 
Though a remote possibility, it is 


nevertheless a possibility, and as such 
is a proper subject for consideration. 
The law of 1886, it is evident, does 
not cover the question. For in case 
of the death of both the President- 
elect and the Vice-President-elect prior 
to inauguration, there would be no 
Secretary of State or other Cabinet 
officer to succeed to the Presidency. 
The President-elect and the Vice- 
President-elect are merely private citi- 
zens up to the day of inauguration. 
The President-elect may decide upon 
the personne! of his Cabinet before 
the 4th of March, but he has no power 
to make actual appointment prior to 
his induction into office. He can have 
no Cabinet before he is actually Pres- 
ident, though he may have decided 
in his own mind upon his Cabinet ap- 
|pointments. The termis of office of the 


“What would be the necessary pro- 


out-going President and his Cabinet 
expire peremptorily, by Constitutional 
limitation, on the 4th of March. If, 
upon such expiration, there were no 
President, no Vice-President, and no 
Cabinet, upon whom would the duties 
of President devolve? 

A possible solution might be reached 
in this way: The Senate is a con- 
tinuous body. While the House of 
Representatives has a new member- 
ship every two years, the terms of 
Senators do not expire simultaneously; 
hence a certain proportion of the Sen- 
ators always hold over from one term 
of Congress to another. The Constitu- 
tion provides, in the sections pre- 
viously quoted, that the Senate must 
elect a President pro tempore, to act 
as President of the Senate (Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States) in the ab- 
sence of the Vice-President. The Con- 
stitution also provides that the Vice- 
President shall act as President in 
case of the death or disability of the 
latter. In view of these provisions, 
would it not be competent for the 
President pro tempore of the Senate 
to assume the office of President in 
case of the death of both the President- 
elect and the Vice-President-elect 
prior to the 4th of March? He would 
plainly be entitled to exercise the 
powers of Vice-President in case of 
a vacancy in that office; and, as Vice- 
President, would it not be as plainly 
within his province to discharge the 
duties of President’? 

Of course the contingency above 
conteniplated, as before observed, is a 
remote one. But it is nevertheless a 
possible contingency. If THe Ties is

WELCOME TO DIAZ. 


It is authoritatively announced 
that at some period durmg_ the 
coming summer President Diaz of 
“our sister republic’ of Mexico will 
pay a visit to the United States. Prob- 
ably he does not intend that such 
visit shall have a_ political sign:fi- 
cance, but the good nature ard kind 
feelings of the American people will 
decree otherwise. Apart from the fact 
that the two nations were at one time 
unfriendly, and that a war took place 
between them, and that when peace did 
come it was highly beneficial to both 
peoples, there is a higher incentive for 
friendly demonstrations in favor of 
President Diaz. He has shown himself 
to be something above the plane of a 
merely good magisterial officer. In 
fact, he is an enlightened statesman of 
the broadest gauge and the ripest in- 
telligence, being as proficient in the 
study of economics as the knowledge 
of the comity of nations. 

Between Santa Anna, the corrupt 
tyrant and Diaz, the enlightened states- 
man, there was a gap of nearly forty 
years, bridged over by the rude and al- 
most illiterate but brave and honest 
Benito Jaurez. As in the declining 
days of Rome, the coarse, but honest, 
Helvetius Pertimax rose out of the mire 
of corruption which had surrounded 


the reign of the Ceasars, so honest 


in the several 


Benito Juaréz, almost a full-blooded 
Indian, but brave and incorruptible as 
Brutus himself, arose out of obscurity 
to stem the tide of corruption that had 
become part and parcel of Mexican offi- 
cial life. His first lesson to his people 
was that “government under the law 
must first be assured—everything else 
can wait.”” He showed them how revo- 
lutions which, up to that time, had 
been of almost monthly ocurrence, 


tended to discredit Mexico in the eyes

of foreign nations and to discourage in- 
foreign capital in her 
manifold resources. It was his austere 
patriotism and unselfish integrity 
which proved the most wholesome les- 
son in government the Mexican people 
had ever received. The uext step in 
national progress was the election of 
Porfirio Diaz, who had all the personal 
integrity of Jaurez, coupled with a 
riper degree of scholarship in public 
affairs than Juarez could ever have 
hoped to reach. 

With an unwritten law in our own 
hearts, as a nation, against even a 
third term of the Presidency, we are 
about to extend hands across the Cor- 
dilleras to welcome a chief magistrate 
who has just been elected to a seventh! 
But the student of modern Mexican his- 
tory will see readily the underlying 
motive of this spontaneous outburst of 
the popular will. Diaz has been a great 
educator and the Mexican people are 
just beginning to rgalize the true value 
of his teachings. There is as much 
difference between Benito Juarez and 
Porfirio Diaz as there could be Setween 
Andrew Jackson and William \ickinley. 
Both were brave men and had shown 
their courage in the field, but the time 
has come which demands the presence 
of one who can show his people that 
the victories of peace are greater and 
more enduring thay those of war. The 
hour found the man in the person of 
Diaz in Mexico and of McKinley inthe 
United States; and the meeting of these 
two chief magistrates will be the su- 
preme moment in the history of man’s 
self-government. ° 

To the mind of the average American 


the Mexican republic is still the land 


of romance which his boyish fancy 
painted it in school days, when he read 
the pathetic story of how Montezuma 
and Guatemozin were trampled down 
by the brave but cruel Cortez. He re- 
calls the stories told of their magnifi- 
cent palaces, their grand aqueducts, 
their fairy-like gardens and all the 
kaleidoscopic visions: with which the 
ardent imagination of youth sur- 
rounded the name of Mexico. What his 
fancy lacked has been augmented by 
reading the glowing pages of Prescott 
and Wallace. 

But the reality of Mexico is sweeter 
and grander than its romance, for 
Juarez and Diaz have achieved that of 
which Prescott and Wallace had only 
dreamed. In the earnest vigor of their 
lives a devotion went forth to a grate- 
ful people and an unselfish patriotism 
called into action the noblest impulses 


of the human heart. The brave old 
red man has passed on, but his worthy 
successor still lives to reap the grati- 
tude of a nation whom his genius has 
lifted from darkness and suffering up 
to light and power. His has been a 
great life, because it has been a useful 
one. America holds out both hands 
to him as she repeats the line of the 
old English ballad, “Come when you 
will, I've a welcome for thee.” 


SHE WILL NOT FALL DOWN. 


Some eastern writer, commenting 
upon the ratio of the precious metals 
to each other,. gives out as his 
“probabilities” on the subject that, 
“if California does not fall down and 
Alaska increases her output at the 
same rate as she has for the past three 
years, the world’s output of gold for 
1897 will be over $150,000,000, of which 
Russian and Australia will yield nearly 
40 per cent. between them.” 

The discoveries in Westralia (for- 
merly caller West Australia) are not as 
extensive as was predicted when the 
Coolgardie excitement first broke out, 
but the yield of the whole south conti- 
nent is bound to increase because it 
has been so little prospected for quartz 
up to the present writing. Given an 
arid climate, with a sun at hot as To- 
phet for eight months in the year and 
water supplies often as high as fifteen 
miles apart, with treacherous blacks 
liable to swoop down on a man at night 
and burn his cabin over his head; and 
it is very easy to see why the moun- 
tains of Australia are not one-quarter 
as well prospected for gold as those of 
California and Oregon. 

“If California does not fall down,” 
is a wholly unnecessary prefix. Cali- 
fornia is likely to increase her output 
of gold even more than Australia, but 
from a different cause. With this State 
it has not been so much the want of 


faithful and energetic prospecting that | 


has hitherto retarded her mining prog- 
ress as the want of cheap and econom- 
ical processes to work good ledges of 
quartz (low grade ore, to be sure,) that 
were discovered from twenty to forty 
years ago. Add to this the fact that 
many ledges, long since discovered but 
temporarily relinquished on account of 
refractory substances in the ores, can 
now be worked by some one of the 
many cyanide processes known to the 
metallurgical fraternity, and there is 
every warrant for the belief that Cali- 
fornia’s output of gold for 1897 will be 
the .largest since 1862. 

At that period discoveries were made 
on Moore’s Creek, in Southern Idaho, 
simultaneous with other finds on the 
tributaries of the Snake River, in the 
northern part of that territory, as well 
as in the Cariboo district of British 


-Columbia, and a hegira took place from 


the northern counties of this State that, 
in these days, seems almost incredible.° 
Whole villages, comparatively prosper- 
ous up to that time, were depopulated 
in less than a month’s time, while the 
steamships plying to Portland and Vic- 
toria were crowded like the olden-time 
slavers from the coast of Africa. In 
the chimerical search for diggings that 
would pay an ounce per day to the 
hand, good claims yielding from $4 to 
$5 were abandoned and “the rush was 
on,” as they say at the antipodés. , The 
four counties that suffered most from 
this stampede was Shasta, Sierra, Siski- 
you and Trinity. On their way to 
Moore’s Creek a party of Siskiyou min- 
ers struck rich pay dirt on Cajfion 
Creek, a tributary of the John Day 
River, and Cajion City sprung up in a 
single night from the sagebrush, with 
ten or a dozen saloons and half a dozen 
hotels, two newspapers, three banks 
and six or seven general stores. At 
one time that place had over 1400 peo- 
ple, of whom at least 60 per cent. were 
former residents of Siskiyou, Shasta 
and Trinity. 

The old army that marched away at 
that time, has never come back, but 
others are working at ledges in those 
counties that were abandoned by the 
brave and hospitable men who founded 
the earliest civilization of Idaho and 
Eastern Oregon. Electricity will soon 
be utilized in quartz mining and in 
this way: If a man finds a fairly good 
ledge, say twelve miles from a river 
with abundant water power, he will not 
erect his mill at the river and haul his 
rock to it in wagons, but will erect his 
dynamo house at the river and his mill 
close to the mine. He may lose 23 to 25 
per cent. of the electric power in trans- 
mission, but, granting he does, he has 
still the cheapest power imaginable, 
except the water itself, and he can bet- 
ter afford to lose that percentage of 
electric power than to haul his rock 
twelve miles in wagons to be crushed, 
as would be the case if he iocated his 
mill on the river bank. : 

The Willamette Valley towns in Ore- 
gon serve as a capital object lesson in 
this respect. You see all the street 
car lines in Portland and a suburban 
road thirteen miles long besides oper- 
ated by electric power generated at 
Oregon City, in addition to operating 
sewing machines in all the clothing, 
shoe and harness shops In that city. 
Going further south, you have strest- 
car lines in Salem, Albany, Corvallis, 
Eugene and a lot of other places oper- 
ated by electricity generated by the 
water power of the Willamefte. Tne 
loss in transmission is about 2 per 
cent. for the first twelve niles, and 
about 1% per cent. for the next ten. 
If those cities were compelled to use 
steam for those purposes, not one of 
them would have such lines. 

Hence THE TIMEs predicts there will 
be quartz mills in the counties of Cala- 
veras, Tuolumne and Mariposa before 
this year expires, run by electricity 
generated by the Cosumes, Mokelumne, 
Calaveras, Tuolumne, Stanisiaus and 
Mariposa rivers. That one circum- 
stance alone will lead up to the work- 
ing of ledges that could not be made 
to pay by being worked with steam, 
We have no fear that California is go- 
ing to “fall down.”” She will turn out 
more gold than she has in any yeusr 
since 1862, or perhaps since 1859, when 
the yield was over $48,000,000. If the 
Allison Ranch mine alone gets in work- 
ing order by June it will be good for 


very close to $5,000,000 for the last half 
of the year. 

And while Tue Times predicts a 
heavier output of gold than has been 
made at any time since 1869, it dues 
not look for any decrease in yield from 


Amador and Nevada, which turn out 
gold as the valley counties turn out 
wheat and barley. The gains wilil be 
from Tuolumne, Mariposa, Kern, 
Shasta, Siskiyou, Slerra and Plumas, 
certainly with fairly good chances for 
El Dorado, Trinity, Lassen, Inyo, San 
Bernardino and Sau Diego. No, sir, you 
need not have any fear about Cuslifor- 
nia. She has never yet disappointed 
the world and never will. With all her 
rebuffs and set-backs of the past forty 
years, she is still the undimmed E! Do- 
rado of the civilized world. 


Now, then, hold your noses while we 
tell you a little story. Canada is ship- 
ping onions into the Detroit market, 
the higher price on the American side 
being more than sufficient to pay the 
duty and leave a neat profit for the 
shipper. This, by the way, is only’ 20 
cents per bushel, against the old rate of 
40 cents, and serves to cut into the 
profits of American  onion-growers. 
Canadian advices point to a relative 
scarcity of onions there with stocks 
closely held in a few hands. By the 
way, there used to be a town in Con- 
necticut called Wethersfield, the inhab- 
itants of which should have held an in- 
dignation meeting over the onion tariff 
long ago. It produced more onions 


ag any other town in America, in 
42. 


An engrossing clerk has been dis- 
charged by the Senate of the new State 
of Washington because he “writ a 
piece” for a newspaper. It was to the 
effect that the ’97 Legislature was a 
very temperate collection of men, as 
far as indulgence in stimulants was 
concerned; that with one exception, the 
legislators practically refrained from 
going into saloons and that exception 
was an old mossback Democrat from 
one of the counties bordering on Brit- 
ish Columbia. Senator Baum of Okana- 
gon county conceived this to apply to 
himself and introduced a resolution de- 
claring ‘the office of engrossing clerk va- 
cant because Mr. Connor had “writ a 
piece” about him. The resolution was 
adopted without dissent. 


Next month will witness the retire- 
ment to the shades of private life of 
many United States Senators, among 
whom we may méntion Senators Squire, 


Dubois, Peffer, Vilas, Blackburn, 
Blanchard, Brice, Brown, Cameron, 
Gibson Gordon, Hill, Irby, Mitchell, 


Palmer, Pugh and Voorhees. Generally 
speaking the above list does not include 
many to whom the term of statesman 
is strictly applicable, although Came- 
ron, Voorhees Mitchell and Blackburn 
are unquestionably very able politicians, 
as the word is generally understood. 


Mining developments in the Pacific 
States and Territories, during the past 
year, are largely the result of a di- 
version of foreign capital from Africa, 
growing out of the Transvaal difficulties 
between England and Germany, as 
well as out of the Venezuela scare, in 
which a large amount of British money 
was about to be embarked. “It is an 
ill wind which blows nobody good,” 
and the man who first uttered that 
saying, evidently knew whereof he 
spoke. 


The Tacoma Ledger, in speaking of 
Senator Squire’s defeat for a reélec- 
tion to “the @ave of the winds,” says 
that he “seems to have been one of 
those French caterers who wanted pay 
for cooking his own goose.” That's a 
polite way of putting it. He might 
also be likened to the “Heathen Chi- 
nee” that Charles Lamb told about, 
who burned down his own house, in 
order to secure for his family an abun- 
dant supply of roast pig. 


The annual report of the fish com- 
missioners of New York shows that, 
during the year which has just closed, 
the several hatcheries established by 
the State, hatched out and distributed 
191,726,678 fish all told. Such figures as 
these will have a tendency to provoke 
jealousy on the part of most of our 
California trout lars—and the end is 
not yet.

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Narrow Escapes of Inmates of a 
Burning Block.

GRAND FORKS (N. D.,) Feb. 21.— 
One of the most disastrous fires known 
in this city broke out in Beare’s store 
in the three-story Syndicate building at 
2 o’clock this morning. The origin is a 
mystery, but apparently was caused by 
a gas jet.

_ PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
Assassins Who Have Been Seatenced 
Three Times to be Hanged May 
Yet Escape. 


PRISON GUARDED BY TROOPS. 


PLOT TO BLOW UP THE WALLS 
AND RESCUE THE GANG. 


President’s Interference with Juste 
ice Causes a Revival of the Reign 
of Terror in New Mexico’s 
Capital. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

SANTA FE (N. M.,) Feb. 21.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The law-respecting people 
of this city were dumbfounded yester- 
day by Atty.-Gen. Harmon’s telegram 
to the Sheriff of Santa Fé county that 
President Cleveland had granted a 
respite of thirty days to the Borrego 
gang of assassins, who were to have 
been hanged here next Tuesday. This 
action of President Cleveland’s was in 
disregard of the appeal of the Governor 
of the Territory and many others to let 
the law take its course, and citizens are 
at a loss to imagine any justification for 
the President’s dictatorial interference 
with the courts, and the due adminis- 
tration of justice. 


The Button gang is a secret. political 
society, of which Delegate Tom Catron 
was an Oath-bound member, and may 
be yet and in 1892 the members of the 
gang committed several cowardly mur- 
ders In the spring of that year they 
waylaid and killed ex-Sheriff Frank 
Chavez in pursuance of a conspiracy 
entered into long before, and two nights 
later they assassinated Juan Pablo Do- 
minguez. The principal members of 
the gang were notorious Mexican des- 
peradoes, and they were backed, pro- 
tected and supported by Catron and sev- 
eral county officials. 

Early in 1894 the murderers were ar- 
rested, and one of them, Ohief of 
Police Vigil of Santa Fé, was killed by 
the Sheriff for resisting arrest. Some 
of the minor conspirators turned State's 
evidence, and after a long and ex- 
haustive trial, Francisco Goznaies y 
Borrego, Antonio Borrego, Lauria.io 
Alarid and Patricio Valencio were con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to be hanged. Every devica 
and trick known to lawyers has been 
exhausted by Catron, their, attorney, 
to delay execution. Appeals, petitions 
for rehearings, writes of habeas corpus, 
all sorts of processes have been in- 
voked and again and again have thc 
courts affirmed judgment andl sentenve. 
The case has been before the United 
States Supreme Court twice, and the 
day of execution has been set three 
or four times. There is not the slight- 
est possibility of doubt as to the guilt 
of the men, for two of them confessed 
long ago and not even Catron has the 
hardihood to pretend that they are in- 
nocent. They are cold-blooded, cow- 
ardly assassins, and there is not a mit- 
igating circumstance in their case. A 
dozen plots to rescue them from fail 
have been foiled, including plots to as- 
sdsS8inate the Governor and the Sheriff, 
and it is notorious that Frank Bor- 


rego has boasted that his gang would 
rescug@ him by force and kill those 
who osecuted him. In the face of 


all this, President Cleveland gives the 
assassins a respite extending nearly 
three weeks beyond his term of office, 
The purpose of Catron in obtaining 
this respite is obvious. He hopes to 
induce President McKinley to name 
one of his friends as Governor of New 
Mexico and should he succeed, that 
friend is expected to save the necks of 
the gang. Gov. Thornton has refused 
to interfere and has urged Cleveland 
to let the law be executed, as the fail- 
ure to hang the Borregos would en- 
courage lawlessness and bloodshed in 
the Territory. 

On the heels of the respite comes the 
discovery of a plot, laid by the gang 
outside, to blow up the penitentiary 
walls and rescue them, and today Gov. 
Thornton has placed a company of in- 
fantry on guard at the prison. An om- 
inous feature of the trouble now brew- 
ing is the reappearance of the sign of 
the Button Gang, ‘B-302-40" chalked 
on the doors of residences of officials. 
This is the same sign that appeared 
in 1892 just prior to the assassination 
of Chavez. The terror that reigned In 
Santa Fé in 1892 and 1893 has come 
again. 


BATTLESHIP TEXAS. 


Will Go from Galveston to New Or- 
leans, and not to Cuba. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 21.—A special 
from Galveston says: The battleship 
Texas crossed the bar this morning and 
came to anchorage five miles out. 

Today the members of the G.A.R. 
were the special guests of Capt. Glass. 

At 9:30 a.m. the launches of the 
Texas were at Pier No. 20 to convey 
the veterans, their wives and daugh- 
ters out to the ship, where they spent 
the day very pleasantly. The Texas be- 
ing anchored in the gulf, did not deter 
a large crowd from going out to see 
her, and her launches were kept busy 
all day conveying them aboard the 
Texas and back to their boats. The 
launches, however, were not equal to 
the emergency, and large numbers re- 
turned with only a glimpse of the ship. 

Tomorrow the Texas will begin re- 
ceiving coal and Wednesday will weigh 
anchor and sail for New Orleans, to be 
an attraction at the Madri Gras fes4 
tival, unles complications should arise 
during the cruise, so that her presence 
may be required in Cuban waters.

TERMINAL FRANCHISE WILL BE 
CONSIDERED ON TUESDAY. 


Some Objections Urged Against the 
Route Selected by the Company. 
Rapid Growth of Lake-aventue 
Congregutional Church—Namer- 
ous Arrivals at Hotel Green. 


PASADENA, Feb. 21.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.].The regular weekly meet- 
ing of the City Council will be held 
Tuesday afternoon, as Monday is a hol- 
iday. The Terminal franchise will 
probably come up for consideration. 
The Committee on Ordinance and Ju- 
diciary, to whom it was referred, will 
meet at 10 o’clock Tuesday morning 
and it is expected that T. E. Gibbon 
will be present in behalf of the Termi- 
nal Railway. The committee will prob- 
ably report in the afternoon when the 
Council meets. 

As yet the chief objection urged 
against granting the franchise relates 
to the route over which th® company 
desires to run its cars. It is thought by 
some that another line of cars turning 
at the corner of Colorado street ahd 
Fair Oaks avenue would render the 
crossing a dangerous one, especially as 
both streets are narrow. Objection is 
also made to the use of Marengo ave- 
nue for street cars. The street is much 
narrower than Euclid avenue and some 
citizens believe that the latter would be 
more available 

The Terminal Company is anxious 
that the Council should act upon its pe 
tition as soon as possible. If Senator 
Bulla’s bill to restrict the use of street- 
car tracks by rival companies should 
become a law, the plans of the Termi- 
mal would have to be i materially 
changed. The bill has passed the Sen- 
ate, but no action has yet been taken 
upon it by the Assembly. 

LAKE AVENUE CHURCH. 

The Lake-avenue Congregational 
Church has been going forward with 
rapid strides since its organization last 
November. The church is the outgrowth 
of a mission Sunday-school which was 
started in the fall of 1895. The school 
was first conducted in an old Mexican 
house and at the outset it had an at- 
tendance of thirty children. The num- 
ber grew rapidly and those having 
charge of the school were soon offer 
the use of the car barns, where for 
nearly a year the meetings were held. 
Finally in the fall of 1896 the church 
building was erected which now stands 
on the corner of Maple street and Lake 
avenue. In November, 1896, a perma- 
nent. church organization was effected 
and the church allied itself with the 
Congregational denomination. It started 
with a membership of twenty-four, 
which has grown to forty-four. The 
attendance at church services ranges 
from seventy-five to one hundred. The 


Sunday-school has an average attend-- 


ance of 135. Last January Rev. Allen 
Hastings became pastor ofthe church. 
The rapidly-increasing attendance has 
made it necessary to increase the size 
of the church building. An addition 
is in process of erection, which will 
probably be completed within a week 
or ten days. From the beginning the 
church has.been self-supporting. so far 
as denominational aid is concerned. Its 
rowth has,been watched with interest 
y many friends in’ Pasadena, who 
have generously contributed to the cost 
of the church building and the recent 
addition.

EDWIN F. GREEN’S STATEMENT TO 
A TIMES REPORTER. 


Claims to be Entirely Innocent of 
the Charge of Taking Liberties 
with a Child—Disincorporation 
Election at Orange. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 21.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] “Prof.” Edward F. Green, 
who was lodged in the County Jail Sat- 
urday evening by Sheriff Nichols and 
Deputy Sheriff Landell, was seen this 
morning by the Times correspondent. 
He said that he wanted to see a repre- 
sentative of The Times before he left 
Los Angeles, but did not have a favor- 
able opportunity. In referring to the 
serious charge that had been preferred 
against him, he stated that there was 
no foundation whatever for it, and that 
coming from the source it did nearly 
“paralyzed” him, so to speak. The lit- 
tle girl was very kind and affectionate, 
he said, but she had always been far 
more affectionate with Mrs. Green than 
she had with him and he had never 
thought anything was wrong with her 
morally. 

During the conversation Green stated 
that he never had any trouble with his 
wife previous to this except once, and 
then the trouble was on account of her 
relatives: that he and his wife were 
separated for a short while, but soon 
lived together again and were as good 
friends and as happy as they ever were 
in their lives.

How the World is Fed. 


{From the New York World:] The ex- 
tensive shipments of frozen poultry 
recently made from New York to Eu- 
rope suggest the vastness of the scale 
on which the improved arrangements 
for feeding the world are now carried 
out. When America was discovered 
buyers in the largest European produce 
markets counted by the dozen at whole- 
sale and had minds habituated to the 
‘“‘ereat gross” as the largest measure of 
numerical quantity. Now we are 
obliged to count our eggs and chickens 
not merely by the gross, but by the 
million dozen. Last year England ac- 
tually consumed 133,000,000 dozen eggs, 
paying $20,000 000 for them. Ten mil- 
lions of them came from America. 

In 1896 England imported 670,000 hun- 
dred-weight of frozen beef from Aus- 
tralia, and over three times that 
amount from the United States. A 
market in London or in New York will 
often show within the space of a hun- 
dred feet products from every part of 
the world; the shipment and preserva- 
tion of which over thousands of miles 
of land and water have been made pos- 
sible by the process of “chilling.” 

Although the horrors of plague and 
famine in India, existing while we have 
food products unused in this country, 
show that the machinery of distribution 
is still very imperfect, it is better now 
than it ever has been in history. 

The refrigerators invented during the 
last ten years have practically revolu- 
tionized distribution, and in doing so 
have confirmed the supremacy of the 
United States as the world’s greatest 
provider. myery one knows that we 
raise grain by the billion bushels, but 
it is-only When we begin to export eggs 
and poultry by the million dozen and 
the thousand tons, and the humble hen 
promises to bring in more money from 
abroad than the haughty steel industry, 
that we begin to realize the possibili- 
ties of our greatness.

THREE DAYS’ STORM FOLLOWED 
BY CLEAR, COLD WEATHER. 


Two Thousand Visitors Awaiting 
the Opening of the Water Car- 
nival—Brief News Notes and Per- 
sonalis, 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 21.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The sun shone brightly 
this morning. Last night there was a 
battle between the storm gods and the 
fair weather gods, and the latter ap- 
peared to have the best of the fight. 
The storm of the past three days has 
been severe, but a rising barometer 
indicates that it is over. In the Cuya- 
maca Mountains the snow has fallen 
to a depth of about two feet. The 
Cuyamaca and Sweetwater reservoirs 
are rapidly filling. The San Diego 
River has become a raging torrent. 
On Saturday and during last night 
there were rain squalls of severity. 
The rainfall for the day ending at 5 
o’clock last night was 2.12 inches, mak- 
ing a total rainfall for this season to 
date of 9.98 inches. The mountains 
about the bay region are covered with 
snow. There was almost a cloudburst 
at Ramona last night. Damage from 
the storm ‘thus far reported appears 
to be. slight. In the city about one 
hundred feet of the B-street flume was 
washed out. The ‘weather observer 
predicts “clearing weather today, fol- 
lowed By freezing weather, with some 
danger even to citrus fruits.”

RAINFALL ALL THAT COULD BE 
DESIRED THIS SEASON, 


Mining Matters from Many Points—

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 21.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] The rainfall the 
present season reminds one of thirteen 
years ago, when there were more rainy 
than fair days during the winter. The 
total fall to date is 13.12 inches. There 
were 11 rainy days before January, on 
which 4.34 inches fell, an average of .39 
of an inch per day; January had 12 
rainy days, when 3.40 inches fell, an 
average of .29 of an inch; February to 
date has had 9 rainy days, on which 
there fell 5.38 inches of rain, an average 
of .60 of an inch per day. The recent 
storm amounted to 3.23 inches, an aver- 
age of .81 of an inch. The snowfall is 
very heavy on the mountains, extending 
well down on the foothills. The predic- 
tion of frost this morning failed, be- 
cause soon after midnight the rapidly- 
falling thermometer began to rise, and 
stood at 40 deg. at sunrise. Tonight will 
be the test, as the atmosphere is quite 
chilly today. The fall of snow on the 
desert has been general and very heavy. 
Between Summit and Victor it meas- 
ures fourteen inches on the level. 

BURGLAR ATTACKS A SALOON.
